Steps were taken to perfect 
the • rgauhtatiou aud lay out the work 
f t .r the coining campaign. 

Frank Q. Tower, Democratic Chair¬ 
man of the Third Ward, has appointed 
die following as members of the Third 
Ward Executive Committee: J. H. Burk 
bailer, A. 8. Niven, Morris Vau Vliet, D. 
J. Brady, Francis l aw. Jos. D. (Tallagher.

“ As it is dull just now in almost every 
circle newspaper writers are endeavor- 
lug to stir up a little interest in political 
matters. It is too hot. however, to get 
up much interest in the subject,** says 
the Orange Journal, “although a little 
quiet wire-pulling is going irn to secure 
the nominations by this, that aud the 
other Republican or Democrat who is 
willing to serve his country and party. 
Considerable canvassing has Lxvo car¬ 
ried on foi a long time for the County 
Clerk notalnatlon la both parties. On 
the Bepublican side John Medcraft of 
Cliutou and Captain Olori of Newark are 
decidedly in the lead. Mr. Medcraft is 
very popular throughout the county aud 
dptfcjaffy fn the townships, where he 
will receive a large vote. On the Demo¬ 
cratic side Superintendent of Police 
Brown of Newark appears to be in the 
lead. Alderman Seymour of Orange may 
loom up as a formidable candidate lie- 
tort the leaves begin to-fall. For the 
I Cou.'ressioual nomination lu the Fourth 
District, which embraces Hunterdon, 
Warren, Sussex, Morris, and the town¬ 
ships of Essex County, except Clinton, a 
half-dozen Democrats are in I he contest. 
Edward A. Kayner of Bloomfield, a 
popular young lawver, will have hearty 
support in the township, and pretty good 
bar Wing in Newark as well.” 

A most important meeting of the 
Prohibitionlst County Committee will Ik) 
held on next Monday evening ut 4si 
Broad Street, Newark, at A o’doek 
sharp. Every member of the Committee 
is urgently requested to t*e on band, 
wit-sat the cost of sacrifice.

The Kaenmiou to Iona Inland. 

August U, the date fixed for tho annual 
excursion of the Essex llook aud Ladder 
Company No. 1, Is drawing 1 very near. 
Should the weather prove favorable it is 
very likely that the people of the town 
will see a repetition of the sceue of 8<q>- 
tember 7 of hist yoar, when the Compauy 
ran Its mammoth excursion to Lake 
Hopatcong. It is possible that a larger 
jiumber may go with tho firemen this 
" year, f»»r » great many people prefer a 
sail to a long ride on a railway. 

In selecting Iona Island on the Hudson 
River the Compauy hue acted very ju¬ 
diciously. While many residents of the 
town are doubtless familiar with the 
!>eaiitifiil scenery of America’s most fa¬ 
mous river, it never grows wearisome 
and tourists never tire iu their admira¬ 
tion of it. Iona Island is located on the 
west side of the river in the heart of the 
Highlands, about four miles from Peeks- 
kill, where tW New York State militia 
is lu camp. There is a ferry eonuectiou 
between the Island and Peekskill, and 
for a sina) 1 charge excursionists can go 
across the river to the /-amp. It is 
altout seveu miles south of West Point. 
The Island is under the control of the 
Meyers Excursion Company,and no other 
excursions will l*> ullowed to land there 
on that da}'. It is fitted lip with every 
convenience for the pleasure and com¬ 
fort of excursion parties. There is a 
large hotel and a dancing pavilion. 
There are also tables and benches for 
hnsket-lu lie lies, LoaL-sw iugs, and a 
merry-geeround for children, Uniting 
and fishing, and secluded nooks for bath¬ 
ing. 

There is no doubt hut the excursion 
will bo an enjoyable one. The histori¬ 
cal associations of tho Hudson are such 
that to tho reflecting mind it is a source 
of pleasure. Tarry town, Nyiack, Tappau, 
aud Havei-straw recall the memorable 
events in connection with the treason of 
Arnold and the capture of Andre.. Wol- 
fert's Roost has immortalized tho Tappau 
Zee, the “great Mediterranean of Ameri¬ 
ca." Stony Point, the south gato of the 
Highlands, where a chain blockade was 
stretched across tho river during the 
days of the Revolution, and many other 
incidents of a historical character that 
add interest to the Hudson might be 
enumerated. Some modern features 
that Interest tho tourist to be noted along 
the river are. Grant’s Tomb at Riverside 
Park, the residence of the famous mil¬ 
lionaire, Jay Gould at Irvington, and the 
West Shore Railroad tunnel at Haver- 
straw. 

Less contemplative minds require 
more active enjoyment than is afforded 
by delightful Milling amid beautiful 
scenery, and to meet the desires of this 
class the Company have provided for 
dancing on board of the boat, ami Prof. 
William Maier’s orchestra will furnish 
music for that purpose. This will bs aii 
attractive feature of tho excursion to 
many of the young people, as well as 
some of the more staid ones who occa¬ 
sionally indulge an op|>ortunity to trip 
the ligld fantastic.

At the 
Erio dock in Jersey City tho oxcursiou- 
ists will embark on the three-decked 
Iron steamer Tolche*U>r . one of the pop¬ 
ular Hudson River U»ats belonging to 
the Meyers Excursion Company. This 
boat lias a government permit to cany 
LOOP. The destination will be reached 
about T2.:i. While refreshments will 
be sold on the IxKit no Intoxicating 
liquor will be allowed. The excursion 
will lie under the munagcineut of a com¬ 
mittee of ineiiit»ers of Elssex Truck Com¬ 
pany* consisting of Ei.

O—rgn W. Bungay. 

George W. Bungay, the well-known 
writer and lecturer, died at the resl- 
deueejofhle soa, John G. Buqgay, on 
Midland Avenue, last Sunday evening. 

)lr- B«ngay was horn in Walsiugham, 
England, In 11118. and came to this 
country at an early age. He was an 
Mitlrety self-made man, having received 
only k oenimoft-achool education. His 
life wad devoted to literary work, and 
he was a large contributor to the secular 
amt rSiktkuis press of the country. E\>r 
a nnnAer of j years, during Horace 
Greelef's time, f he was employed as a 
writer on the Mew York Tribuns. Mr. 
Baagay nambaved among his personal 
friends such man as Wendell Phillips, 
William Cullen Bryant, Horace Greeley, 
Charles Bumner, John G. Whittier, and 
others Equally celebrated; and it was 
through the Influence of Charles Kiunner 
that he was appointed a storekeeper in 
the JPubllo Stores, New Y'ork, which 
poaitypft ha retained until 1882. 
u “ Bungay was a member of the 
Church and an ardent ad- 
of temperance, ami lectured in 
all tlb principal cities of tho country ou 
thatamfyAher subjects, such as “Wit 
and Humor,’’ “Comic Bide of Life,” etc. 
In ba was a Republican, aud was 

au effective speaker for that |>arty. He 
waa a stroug abolitionist, and it lias 
been said of hiui that, while so many 
others who had bo|»ed and worked for 
the emancipation of the sluve bad died 
without having their dreams realized, 
be had the satisfaction of livlhg to 8(H) 
slavery abolished and the country re¬ 
united. 

The best known of his published hook* 
aro “The of Quecu E'lizalx-th's 

Time,’* “Offhand Takings," and “Crayon 
Sketches." He also wrote mauy |h>cuis, 
aud shortly before bis death a Uuiutiful 
little poem written by him ap|>cared In 
the Christian Jntelligncrr. Several of 
bis poems have t»een used in school 
readers, the most popular one being 
“The Creed of the Bolts." 

While living In Brooklyn In November, 
1889, Mr. Bungay had a stroke of 
paralysis, aud anon afterwards removed 
to Bloomfield. About two years ago he 
suffered another stroke, and It was not 
thought^poealbte at tiie tiroo that he 
enulil recover. 

Thu Niict ai services were held at tho 
residence of Mr. Bungay's son ou Tues¬ 
day alteration, and were conducted by 
the Rev. Mr. Pauli, who *|»oko beauti¬ 
fully of the imeful.life Mr. Buugay had 
led, of Id* accomplishments, and of his 
connection with many of the principal 
events of tho country’s history during 
the |mst forty or fifty years. The In 
termeut vas In Greenwood Cemetery.

A Franklin Hill sage is a crank on the 
subject of astronomy.

His theory is that organic 
life is of a higher ordeV in planets 
nearer the suq than our own and of a 
retrograde order In those (farther away 
from the sun. He does not believe that 
the theory which describes the sun as a 
gigantic mass of molten material emit¬ 
ting Intense heat is correct. He re¬ 
gards the heat reflected from the suu as 
occasioned by causes yet undiscovered, 
llebelieve* the sun to be iuliabited, and 
by a race of beings several degrees nearer 
tiie angelic standard than those found 
on the globe. > ir . > • : 

This philosopher is at present very 
much agitated over the possible dis¬ 
covery of a method of communication 
with other worlds. The recent develop¬ 
ment of the electric light has suggested

it to his mlo^l. UIh brain is now oc¬ 
cupied with a Hebeine'which If success¬ 
ful will revolutionize science aud theol¬ 
ogy. The twlnkliug of the star* de¬ 
monstrates to hi in that the vibrations of 
j motion are transmittabie from one world 
to another. It will eventually be possi¬ 
ble, he thinks, to produce au electric 
illumination sufficiently pow«»rfnl that 
its effect In producing vibrations of the 
atmosphere will be discernible to the 
inhabitants of the planet Mars. Ia un- 
Toldiug hi* views to coufidoutlal friends, 
tld* philosophic man ha* Invariably met 
with Gds objection - allow ing that it is 
possibfe to produce a light, the rays of 
which may attract the attebtlon of the 
supitosed inhabitant* of the planet Mars, 
of what value would It be fn promoting 
communication lx»tweoi» the planets? 

To this It is replied that it Is reason¬ 
able to assume that the same simula¬ 
tions respecting the other plauets en¬ 
gage tho philosophic mind* of the learn¬ 
ed men of Mar* in at least tho same de¬ 
gree as that subject i* |x>mlered over by 
the learmnl men of the earth. The as¬ 
tronomers of Mar* would be as quick to 
notice any unusual phenomena in the 
heavens a* our sky-gazers, and they 
would study it as closely. It would be 
possible to perforin such variations with 
this great light, such as shaping differ¬ 
ent figures, that It would at ouce suggest 
Itself to tho men of Mara that it was 
being iunrdpulat(Hl by bdumn bauds. It 
would not lie very long l»efore they 
would respond with counter-experiments 
which would soon result in tho develop¬ 
ment of a code of planetary signal*.
